A crowded room 
on the sixth floor of 
the city hall is the 
headquarters of 
thirty - odd firemen 
who have adopted as 
their motto, “An 
ounce of prevention 
is worth a ton of 
water.” 

They belong to the 

fire prevention bureau, a branch of the fire 

department which is only a little more than 

@ year old, but promises, if properly pro- 

vided for, to be an even greater protection 

to Chicago than her efficient fire fighting 
force. 

When the stricken city rose from the 
ashes of the great fire of 71 she thought, 
alas, that she had learneff her full lesson 
about fires and their dangers and forthwith 

. set out to establish a more powerful depart- 
ment of fire fighters. 

But it required forty-two years more, 
now and then saddened by such,calamities 
as the Iroquois and Fish fires, to tea elt the 
city that without edéquate preventive 
measures conflagrations will come sooner or 
later which the most efficient firemen can- 
not avert. 
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HE fire prevention bureau, under the 
direction of Chief J. C. McDonnell, is 
providing the ounces of prevention whieh in 


many cases make the tons of water un- 


necessary. 

The bureau’s many duties include inspec- 
tion of new buildings to see that they com- 
ply with the fire regulations; supervision of 
the installation of fire apparatus in fac-

TAX LIST SHOWS 
$1,320,000 INCOME 
FOR ROSENWALD 


Reveals Net Profits for Last 
Ten Months of 1913 to 


Heaviest Schedule Until Mail Order 
Merchant's Only Touched 
$750,000 Mark. 


FILED iN EXTENSION PERIOD 


Julius Rosenwald, president of Sears, Roe: 
buck & Co., will pay to the United States 
government the largest income tax in Chi- 
cago. His tax return, it is understood, shows 
a net income of $1,100,000 for the ten months 
ending Dec. 31, 1918. This would be $1,320,000 
for the full year. 

This is the heaviest income schedule filed 
in the Chicago collection district. It was 
filed during the thirty days’ extension period, 
which began March 8 and ended yesterday. 
Previous to the arrival of Mr. Rosenwald’s 
schedule the largest return filed in Chicago 
was on an income of $760,000. 

During the extension period more than 
1,000 returns were received at the office of 
Samuel M. Fitch, collector of internal rev- 
enue. Among them were several million- 
aires, in addition to Mr. Rosenwald. Of 
these, the returns of the Deering estate and 
of Charles Deering and James Deering were 
said to show net incomes of more than $100,- 
000 each. 


Rosenwald on the Ocean. 

The thirty days’ extension of time was 
granted on account of illness or absence from 
the city. Mr. Rosenwald has been in Europe 
several months. He is on the ocean bound 
for New York and is expected back in Chi- 
cago next Sunday. His lawyers obtained the 
extension, made his income tax calculations, 
and forwarded the papers to him in Burope, 
where he placed his O. K. on them and sent 
them back to Chicago for filing. 

The sur tax alone on an income of 61. 100. 
000 is $56,050. The greater part of thie in- 
come, however, probably is derived from 
dividends on stocks and other invested cap- 
ital which the law requires to be taxed at the 
scurce. It is expected Mr. Rosenwaki will 
not know just how much his individual in- 
come tax amounts to until the internal rev- 
enue officials have made the calculations and 
he receives his bill Payments are due on 
or before June 90. 


Delinquents Now Liable. 

Individuals or corporations who have failed 
to file returns are now subject to the penalty 
provided by the act. They are liable tocrim- 
inal prosecution. Delinquents are required 
to pay an addition of 80 per cent of their 
tax and are subject to a fine of from $20 to 
$1,000. Persons making fraudulent returns 
are liable to pay an addition of 100 per cent 
of the tax and to a fine of $2,000. or one year 
in the penitentiary, or both. 

Of 160 corporations which were granted 
an extension of time, fifty have failed to file 
on time. These may be proceeded against 
unless compromises are reached with the 
commissioner of internal revenue. All indi- 
viduals who were granted more time have 
made their returns. 


Checking Up Starts Today. 

A force of ingpectors and revenue agents 
will begin today the work of checking up 
on delinquents and making investigations of 
possible fraudulent filings. District Attor- 
ney Wilkerson will have charge of the prose- 
cutions. The procedure probably will be by 
indictment and trial in the United States 
District court. The work of checking up will 
take several weeks. 

Chose to 30,000 individual income tax eched- 
ules were filed in the Chicago office. More 
than half of these, it is believed, will be 
shown to be exempt by reason of the provis- 
ion of the law requiring incomes derived 
from corporation dividends to be taxed “ at 
the source.” 

The first estimate by revenue officials gave 
$2,000,000 as the probable yield to the gov- 
ernment from the income tax in the Chicego 
district. It is now believed the total will not 
be over $2,000,000.

Detectives have been working ever siace 
last fall, but no definite clews were found 
until today, when, it is said, several of the 
iron bolts were found in Nixon's room. Nixon 
then confessed, according to the police. 

He said he had been drinking with other 
students, but otherwise gave no explanation 

of his act. He is out on bones of $1,500 for 
a hearing tomorrow.

ranza from Gen. Villa tonight. 

The gist of the imformation was given out 
through Gen. Carrenza’s secretary, Alfredo 
Breceda, to the effect that the heaviest fight- 
ing was proceeding in a so-called. canyon 


named Huarache, the southern railroad exit 


: from the city. 

The canyon is said to be in reality a sort 
of basin formed by the proximity of three 
mountains, one of which is Cerro de la Cruz. 
Through this basin two railroads run. 

It is one of the most strongly fortified of 
the Federal positions and Sefior Breceda said 
that the rebels were meeting with unexpect- 
edly stubborn resistance. 


. Explodes Report of Victory. 

Reports at 4 o'clock this afternoon that 
Torreon had fallen were definitely exploded 
upon receipt of a denial direct from Gen. 
Francisco Villa. 

His telegram was based on the congratula- 
tions of the fall of Torreon dispatch sent 
to him yesterday by Col Fidel Avila, chief 
of arms of the garrison here. 

Gen. Villa replied as follows: 

Gomes Palacio, April 1, 1914.—Col. Fidel 
Avila, jefe de las armas, Juarez: Inreply 
to your message I wish tostate that while 
I have taken a part of the city of Tor- 
reon, the struggle ig pot yet completed. 
I expect to obtain a complete triumph, 
of which I will advise you.

Maas on Way to Torreon? 

It is reported that Gen. Joaquin Maas, with 
federal reinforcements, who has been re- 
ported at Saltillo from where he has recent- 
ly been sending dispatches, and which Is to 
the east of Torreon, is making a circuit to 
the south with the purpose, the rebels as- 
sume, of joming the Velasco forces in Huar- 
ache. 

Whether the rebel force under Gen. Her- 
rera sent out to intercept him has been en- 
gaged is not known, according to Sefior 
Breceda. 

The rebels have cut the railroad between 
San Luis Potosi and Aguascalientes. Thisis 
300 miles south of Torreon and is said to in- 
dicate the activity of another column of 
rebels intent on hindering the movements of 
the federals. : 

PEACE IS HUERTA’S HOPE. 

Mexico City, April 1.—“ Before leaving 
these precincts I must engrave upon your 
hearts that it is my purpose, as I have gaid 
before to the national congress, to achieve 
the peace of the country, and if to do so your 
sacrifice and mine shall be indigpensable 
you and I will know how to sacr our- 
selves. This ie my purpose or, what ie the 
game thing, my profession of political faith.” 

With this statement President Huerta 
ended his message to congress, which woa 
vened tonight, after having adjourned since 
Dec. 9, 1912. 

While shouts of viva Huerta were heard 
on all sides one loud cry of viva Carran- 
za stunned the assemblage, but a few seo- 
onds later the cheering for Huerta was re- 
sumed louder than ever. The disturber was 
not discovered.

Authorities at Paxton, III., In- 
vestigate Circumstances 
of the Case.

Brother’s Suspicions Aroused. 
Frank Corbett says he thought it a bit 
strange when Dr. Vanderbeck hired the un- 
dertaker and turned over the body ina cof- 
Hn, all ready for burial, but he was not 
really suspicicue until he learned that a 
married man of Paxton—the father of four 
ahildren—had been absent in St. Louis at

“There was no need to look for a 
poisoning. From a microscopical examina- 
tion of what remained in the body it was 
perfeotl yevident what caused death.”

There was absolutely 
po element of speculation in that transac- 
tion. I have never been inside of the stock 
exchange. I know nothing about the Wall 
street operations. 


Merely Did a Friendly Act. 

“My account with H. B. Hollins & Co. 
arises out of one transaction in which I 
acted for a client of mine. It was an invest- 
ment transaction; stock was purchased as an 
investment, and later, when the price had

CLARE’S SPEECH ON TOLLS. 

Speaker Clark gave an unworthy exhibi- 
tion of himself in his speech on the toll ex- 
emption repeal bill, and that notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he confessed his apprecia- 
tion of the need for a reasoning treatment 
of the issue. 
In spite of this, Mr. Clark presented him- 
self as the passionate hill billie, and it may 
‘astonish a good many Americans to learn 
that a man of this character is in high posi- 
tion. 
Mr. Clark melodramatically considered 
the possibility that bis political future was 
being sacrificed for the policy his conscience 
forced him to adopt. He might more rea- 
sohably have been concerned for his reputa- 
tion, which with difficulty will survive this 
exhibition and cannot possibly survive many 
others like it. 
Mr. Clark had an argument to make for 
toll exemption, and showed that he knew 
how to make it. Had he confined himself 
to this he would have preserved the respect 
of the men who oppose him in his present 
course. His arguments were answerable, 
but they might have been made by a man 
sincerely convinced of the justice and equity 
of his position and at no sacrifice of political 
future. 
Mr. Clark essayed to interpret the treaty, 
as nearly all the toll exemptionists do, with- 
out regard to the history of canal negotia- 
tions between the United States and Great 
Britain.

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MYSTERY OF PAIN. 
HEN a person complains of having 

a fever, out comes the thérmome- 

ter and à record the tempera- 

ture is made. So far as the fever 

is concerned the facts can be re- 
corded just as they are. The same holds 
true of many symptoms. 

When it comes to pain all is chaos be- 
cause there is no way of accurately knowing 
the facts. If the pain is exceedingly violent 
there may be a nervous rigor, but some in- 
dividuals have chill from shock easier than 
others. Sometimes the pulse becomes rapid 
or even irregular, but that is only in ex- 
treme cases. 

Ordinarily we must judge of pain and 
tenderness by what the patient tells us— 
and right here is where the record is mud- 
dled. A stoic belittles his ; @ nervous 
person exaggerates his. here is no way 
to check the account of either. 

| — 

Furthermore, the localizing sense for 
pain and tenderness is poorly developed 
over most of the body. . It is good in the 
finger tips, but it is poor on the shoulder 
blades. It is good on a skin surface as com- 
pared with internal structures. 

Acute violent pains of two kinds shoot 
in a characteristic fashion. Angina pectoris 
pains shoot into the arms and kidney; stone 
pains shoot into the genitals. The balance 
of the referred pains are much more vague. 

~_~ 

There is, in the first place, the uncertainty 
that arises from having to take the patient's 
word for it. What he teils you is after all 
only his interpretation of what he feels. 
Hie words may mean one thing to him and 
another to you. Abnormal feelings are 
differently interpreted by different people, 
all normal mentally. When it comes to 
people of poor mental poise, such as neur- 
asthenics, hysterics, and neurotics, the em- 
barrassment multiplies. 

There is no one of thesé refetred pains 
written of in the last few articles that can- 
not be the conception of a neufasthenic. 
Understand, there may be some slight ab- 
normality and from it there may be @ per- 
verted sensation, but this is greatly ex- 
aggerated by the ill poised mind of the re- 
lator. That being the case, these referred 
pains and areas of tenderness call for care- 
ful analytical study. 

; ~_ 

Given a complaint of sciatica, the first 
analysis must be to determine if there is 
pain, and if so, how much, Is it straight 
deception? Is it neurasthenic exagge 
tion? The next is to determine whether 
there is a disease process somewhere along 
the course of the nerve. This, we will say, 
is excluded. 

The next investigation is as to whether 

there is disease at or near the center, a 
pressure on the nerve at or close to its 
origin. Finally, all of these points having 
been solved, is there a disease process in 
some pelvic organ, the pain of which is 
referred down the sciatic? 
The discovery that internal organs cause 
external pains means a greater need for 
analytical study of a pain. It is nota read 
as you run” proposition.

LOCOMOTOR ATAXIA EXERCISES. 

M. writes: “Some time age you men- 
tioned exercise as a means of dealing with 
locomotor ataxia. A man whom I know, 72 
years old, believes that he has for about a 
year past arrested the progress of both 
locomotor ataxia and paralysis agitans. He 
thinks, indeed, that he is noticeably better in 
respect to these diseases, and that his gen- 
eral health has been much improved. He 
used no drugs, but has relied on light 
calisthenics. He uses no apparatus. He has 
seven kinds of movement. He rotates his 
arms, first forward, then backward: he 
whips his arme; he pats his stomach and 
bowels; he strikes at an imaginary foe, first 
outward, then downward, and he swings his 
legs and kicks. At each alternate move- 
ment he tnhales & good breath of pure air 
and at the next exhales it. He repeats each 
movement twenty-five times at least, the 
whole taking about ten minutes. This he 
repeats three a day, the third time 
just before retiring. This exercise is his own 
invention entirely, and I have full permission 
to publish it. How does it impress you? I 
add that I have discovered that warts, moles, 
Ste., can be removed by concentrated sun- 
shine. Use a good sized burning glass, hold- 
ing it as near as one can bear it. Apply it 
steadily for ten or fifteen minutes at a time. 
No sore is produced, nor scar left.“ 


REPLY. 

I am sure the exercise suggested will enable a 
person with locomotor ataxia to increase his con- 
trol of his muscles 

I advise you to leave moles alone, except that 
they be watched by a physician. The method is 
good enough with warts.

TETANY COMES FROM RICKETS. 

G. H. H. writes: I have a little son who 
is the victim of tetany. I have been unable 
to get literature on thie subject and write 
to you for Information. The baby has many 
attacks of spasnis, due to this, some of them 
hard and some light. He has been afflicted 
for four months. He is teething, is 11 
months old, unable to sit up yet, and will not 
notice playthings.”’ 

REPLY. 

Tetany is a form of spasms usually attacking 
the extremities. The epasms are not usually of 
the jerking kind. It Is usually recovered from in 
time. Tetany ts an effect. There art several 
causes. When the disease Gecurs in a baby 7 to 
11 months old, teething and somewhat backward, 
we think of rickets as @ cause. The treatment in 
that case is for rickets. The next cause thought 
of is digestive disturbance. If either of these 
seems the probable cause there should be a care- 
ful inquiry into the feod and proper changes 
therein. If the child is at the breast the breast 
milk may be improperly balanced. If cow's milk 
is given there are many things to be inquired into. 
Tetany may be due to disturbance of the thyroid 
or parathyroid lands. If the trouble is there a 
different Une of Ar should be followed.

LA MARQUISE “DE FONTENOY. 


OUNT MICHAEL KAROLYI, member 
of the Hungarian house of lords and 
unmarried, who arrives in New York 
on board the Mauretania, is a noted 
duelist and, according to the cable 

dispatches received from Europe, has crossed 
the Atiantic for the purpose of raising funds 
among the Magyars in the United States and 
Canada and also among the friends of Hun- 
gary in the new world for the benefit of the 
so-called Independence party of Hungary in 
its fight for the complete independence of 
the Magyar kingdom from Austria. 

The Hungarian secessionists, having noted 
that the Nationalists of Ireland derive most 
of their campaign funds from the Irish on 
this side of the ocean, have set out to follow 
thelr example, and Count Michael Karolyi 
is to deliver a series of addresses in the 
principal cities of the United States and of 
the dominion for the purpose of obtaining 
subscriptions for the use of his party in its 
fight against the Austrian crown. 

Hungarians figure extensively th the diplo- 
matic and consular service of the dual 
monarchy. But those in this country, no 
matter what their personal sympathies, will 
scarcely find it possible as representatives 
of Emperor Francis Joseph to accord any 
recognition or assistance to an emissary 
who comes here for the avowed purpose of 
raising funds in order to upset their 
sovereign’s government. 

ee , 

It is doubtful whether the tour of Count 
Karolyi is likely to prove a financial success. 
The Irish in America, as a class, are far 
more prosperous than the immigrants who 
come from Hungary. 

Then, too, the Nationalist leaders In Ireland 
are nearly all men of small means, who have 
to work at one or another of the professions 
for their livelihood. They give their time 
and their energy to the Nationalist cause, 
often at a great personal sacrifice, but have 
no money to contribute thereto, and are 
therefore obliged to depend upon subscrip- 
tions from their compatriots in America te 
carry on the fight. 

The leaders of the Independence party of 
Hüngary, on the other hand, are mostly 
rich men, possessed of large fortunes and 
of great landed estates. 

Count Michael Karolyi is a large land- 
owner. So, too, are Count Andrassy, Mar- 
grave Fallavicini, Count Alacar Szechenyi, 
Count Albert Apponyl, and the other moving 
spirits of their party, and the question will 
naturally be asked as to why they do not 
sacrifice their own wealth to the political 
cause which they have at heart, instead of 
endeavoring to persuade the hard working 
Hungarian immigrants here to give of their 
more or less meager savings. 

— 

Count Michael Karolyt's most sensational 
duel was that which he fought a little over 
a year ago at Budapest with Count Stephen 
Tisza; now prime minister, then president 
of the chamber of deputiés, and almost old 
enough to be Count Karolyi's father. 

‘Count Karolyi had taken exception to some 
of President Tista’é rulings in the chamber 
and on the strength thereof deliberately in- 
sulted him a few evenings later at the Na- 
tional casino, or principal club at Budapest, 
by turning his back on the elderly states- 
man and declining to Acknowledge his 
salutation When Count Tista gfeeted him 
with a pleasant good evening!” 

Count Tisza asked for an explanation from 
Count Karolyi, who declined to furnish it, of 
to hold any further intercourse with him, and, 


as required by the rules and ethics of honor, 
Count Tieza then proceeded to challenge 
Count Karolyi and a duel took place. 

The duel was fought in one of the principal 
fencing schools of the city. There were no 
less than thirty-two rounds, during the 


course of which Count Tista took the offen-

Karolyi, cuttirg open his head and slashing 
him about th arm and body until he was 
placed compictei. hors de combat. 

Twenty-four hours later Count Tiens 
fought another duel, this time with Count 
Aladar Szechenyi, who also is nearly a Score 
of years his junior, and put him as completely 
hors de combat as Count Karolyi.

Michael Karolyi is absolutely fearless and 
his foolhardy feats are as numerous and 
as picturesque as those of the so celebrated 
Count Sandor, father of Princess Pauline 
Metternich. 

Thus, last winter he was traveling with 
the leader of his party, Count Andrassy, from 
Budapest to Vienna. They were about half 
an hour out from the Hungarian capital 
when suddenly Count Andrassy exclaimed 
in tones of dismay that he had left a most 
important document which he would need at 
Vienna on hig. writing table in his palace 
at Budapest. 

Without waiting a moment and before 
Count Andrassy had any idea of his purpose, 
Michael Karolyi opened the door of the com- 
partment and saying, “I shall bring it on to 
you by the next train,“ Jumped out of the 
express. 

Convinced that Count Karolyi either had 
killed himself or had at least sustained some 
grave injury, Count Andrassy pulled the 
danger signal which brought the train. to 4 
sudden stop, Dut some distance of course 
further on. 

Count Andrassy and the train crew went 
back and the track was carefully searched, 
but no trace could be found of Count Karolyi 
or any eign of a personal injury tohim.

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The so-called “Newspaper Publicity Law” 
was enacted on August 24, 1912. Its imme- 
diate enforcement was prevented by legal 
proceedings instituted on behalf of certain 
publications which, for one reason or another, 
opposed the law. 


In June, 1913, the U.S. Supreme Court finally 
settled all the questions which had been raised 


by the opponents of the law and declared it to 
be constitutional. 


Among other things, the Publicity Law 
provides for a semi-annual statement from 
newspapers which shall include “the average 
of the number of copies of each issue of such 
publication sold or distributed to paid sub- 
scribers during the preceding six months.” 


A controversy having arisen over the con- 
struction of this provision, which, according 
to some newspapers, meant that only the 
number of mail subscribers need be given, the 
Attorney General was asked to determine its 
meaning, which he did on January 5, 1914, as 
follows: n 


In my opinion this provision of the statute 
is so broad as clearly to indicate an intention on 
the part of Congress that the statement shall cover 
the whole bona fide paid circulation of 
daily newspapers, however attained, 
whether sold over the counter, distrib- 
uted through news zr er and news 
routes, or disposed of in any other way.” 


Although other Federal laws clearly pro- 
vide penalties for the violation of the Publicity 
Law and although evidence of such violation 
exists, the administrative officers whose duty 
it is to enforce this law have so far instituted 
no prosecutions.

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by Physical Training. 


T. LOUIS, Mo., April 1.—The importance 
of physical education to counteract the 
injurious influences of city life was 
emphasized by Dr. R. Tait McKenzie, 
director of the department of physical 

education of the University of Pennsylvania, 
in his opening address tonight as president of 
the American Physical Education association. 

The first meeting of the annual convention 
of the association was held here tonight. Del“ 
gates were present from all parts of the coun- 
try and 700 are expected here when the formal 
program begins tomorrow. 

“We cannot check the rush of people te 
the city,” Dr. McKenzie said, and we scarcely 
have awakened to the serious consequences 
that have alarmed Germany and England, 
which already see the effects of city life on 
the third and fourth generations. Few trades 
or professions require all round muscular ac- 
tivity. Many occupations tend directly to 
bring down an otherwise sound physique. 

“The policeman finds the arch of his foot 
breaking down from the constant standing, 
ar.d 20 per cent of our school children have 
crooked backs. We have been able to prove 
that efficiency goes hand in hand with a sound 
physique, a good circulation, and a nervous 
system that is able to stand the fatigue ard 
stress of city life,’ | 

“The provision of playgrounds and gym- 
nasiums gives the chance for vitally necessary 
forces to be directed towards the building 
up of a good physique and of high ideals ot 
justice and citizenship.”

Discuss Medical Education. 


The subject of medical education was dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the Chicago Medical so- 
ciety last night. The speakers were Dr. F. C. 
Zappfe of the Association of American Medical 
colleges, Dr. J. A. Robison, Illinois state board 
of health, and Dr. A. D. Bevan of the American 
Medical association. 

Dr. Zappfe declared the medical colleges of 
the country should raise their standard and de- 
mand that students have an adequate prelimi- 
nary education before allowing them to study 
medicine. He outlined 4 course of study that 
many of the higher grade colleges have adopted. 
Dr. Robinson discussed the limitations of 

© present medical. practice act in Illinois and 
said that more stringent reforms should be 
adopted. 

Dr. Bevan said the state board of health 
should have a larger appropriation. He de- 
clared the work of the board is h by 
lack of funds. He advocated the establish- 
ment of one large medica] college for Chicago 
that sheuld be partly maintained by the state.

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Children's Bureau Hurt 
by Reduction of Funds. 


A D. C., April 1.—[Spectal.] 

—The new federal children's bureau, 

of which Miss Julia Lathrop of Chi- 

cago is chief, is virtually cut off with- 

out a penny for constructive work in 
the executive appropriation bill reported to the 
house today by the committee on appropria- 
tions. 

Unless the house and senate take favorable 
action, Miss Lathrop will find her hands tied 
and much of her work undone. 

Miss Lathrop asked an appropriation of 
$154,000 for the work of the bureau during 
the fiscal year of 1915. The house committee 
recommended an allowance of $25,000, the bare 
cost of the upkeep of the bureau. 


oe 


Miss Lathrop appeared before the appro- 
priations committee and explained in detail 
her plans for important investigations of the 
conditions under which children are reared in 
this country. During 1915 she desires to push 
particularly the inquiry into infant mortality 
which the preliminary investigation has dis- 
closed as one of the most important problems 
confronting the nation. Her plan called for 
an inquiry into the causes of infant mortality 
in a large number of typical small com- 
munities, 

With the $25,000 which the committee has 
recommended it will be possible to investigate 
infant mortality in only one community of 50,- 
000 during the year, and there will be no 
money avallable for any other constructive 
work. 

—— 


The children’s bureau is not popular with 
the politicians in congress. It was established 
grudgingly in the first place. The southern 
Democrats, who are charged with a desire to 
protect the child labor of the cotton mills from 
investigation have tried to restrict the ac- 
tivities ef the bureau in many ways. They 
failed in their effort to oust Miss Lathrop and 
replace her with a politician, because Presi- 
dent Wilson insisted that Miss Lathrop be 
retained. 

By cutting appropriations congress can 
starve the bureau out of existence.

“Saving Trinity Move Gains. 


“The movement to find public support for 
Trinity church is progressing favorably,” said 
Andrew R. Sheriff, chairman of the campaign 
committee, yesterday. “The large number of 
subscriptions coming from persons not con- 
nected with the church shows a widespread pub- 
lic interest and belief that it should be gener- 
ously supported. 

“The amounts have increased daily since the 
first were received last Friday and are now run- 
ning over $1,000 a day. The total subscribed 
is now $5,234 a year on the three years’ main- 
tenance plan, and in addition we have received 
a large number of single donations ranging from 
$1 to $2,000, some of which are designated for 
the endowment fund. I know of several good 
sized subscriptions about to be sent in and the 
success of the plan seems probable. 

“It cannot be accomplished, however, with- 
out sustained interest and individual action by 
those intending to subscribe: The project to re- 
establish and extend the work of the church 
is extremely worthy and attractive. Its achieve- 
ment will be assured when the pledges reach 
$10,000 a year, but we shall not stop there, as 
the possibilities of development justify us in 
getting the funds to realize them so far as we 
can.” 4

HARRISON PUT ON RECORD 


Says He Will Veto Any Bore Ordi- 
nance Which Has No Refer- 
endum Clause. 


ONLY ONE PROPOSAL ON BALLOT 


Only one subway proposition will appear 
upon the little ballot at the aldermanic elec- 
tion next Tuesday. That relates to the so- 
called comprehensive system. 

Vote no,“ urges a report made public yes- 
terday by the City club. This report says 
the question is too indefinite. The club de- 
sires the submission of a finished ordinance. 
That, it is asserted, was the attitude of 
Mayor Harrison last year, from which he. 
has since switched. 

In reply the mayor promised yesterday 
that he will oppose any comprehensive sub- 
way ordinance which does not have provi- 
sion for a referendum. 

“I won't stand for an ordinance of this 
kind without a referendum,” he said. 


Would Veto Without Referendum. 

Would you veto an ordinance for sub- 
ways which does not have a referendum 
clause? was asked. 

certainly would,“ replied the mayor. 

Do you object to making a written state- 
ment to that effect?” 

“TI will de glad to do it, if I can find the 
time later in the day.” 

It is the executive's plan to have an ordi- 
nance prepared for comprehensive subways, 
if the electorate next Tuesday indorses the 
comprehensive idea. Bids will then be re- 
ceived and legislation will be obtained, if 
it is necessary. 

That legislation will be necessary is rea- 
sonably certain. Many of the aldermen be- 
eve an approval of the subway proposition 
means the voters thereby indorse the grant- 
ing ofa thirty year franchise, The City club 
committee leans toward the same view. 


Question of Limitation. 

It has been the policy of the city for a de- 
cade to limit the life of all franchises to 
twenty years. There is no question about 
the law prohibiting a street car grant for a 
longer period. It is the opinion of Corpora- 
tion Counsel Sexton and two of his most able 
assistants, John W. Beckwith and Bryan Y. 
Craig, that a subway franchise for a term 
of more than twenty years is invalid. 

On the face of the subway proposition (as- 
suming the above promise is correct) an 
affirmative majority vote for it means the 
voters are willing the aldermen violate the 
law to grant a franchise, or that the voters 
want the city administration and aldermen 
to prevail upon the legislature to amend the 
statutes so that franchises for thirty years 
can be granted. At least that is the view 
of a large number of aldermen. They say 
that a majority vote in favor of the subways 
indicates the voters want something gratis 
which the city law department has said is 
illegal to give them. 


Opinion Obtained by Block. 

The opinion of the corporation counsel's 
office was asked last September by Chairman 
Eugene Block of the local transportation 
committee. The committee at that time was 
drafting an ordinance. 

In reply Assistant Corporation Counsels 
Reckwith and Craig, with the approval of 
Mr. Sexton, summarised their views in this 
concluding paragraph: 

“We are of the opinion that the period 
of grant cannot exceed twenty years from 
the making of the grant; that is, from the’ 
passage of the ordinance containing the 
grant.” 


Report of the City Club. 

The report of the City club, signed by 
Samuel Dauchy, chairman of the passenger 
traffic committee, and Thomas W. Swan, 
chairman of the public affairs committee, 
says the subway question is objectionable 
because of its indefintteness, and departs in 
this particular so completely from the pro- 
eedure earlier proposed by hie honor, the 
mayor, and adopted by the city council, that, 
in the opinion of your committee, the ques- 
uon should be defeated. 

We believe the question should be sub- 
mitted only in the form of a specific or- 
dinance, and not in the form of general 
statements of objects to be secured, such 
statements being open to unlimited contro- 
versy as to their proper interpre- 
tation. 

Gives Warning to Voters. 

It aleo should be berne in mind that a 
favorable vote on this question ag it will 
appear on the ballot, would, if taken at its 
face, give popular consefit a departure 
from the twenty year franchise limftation 
which was only saved by the strenuous fight 
of years ago against the Allen law. If that 
limitation is to be modified this ought to be 
done only in reference to a definite proposi- 
tion admittedly necessitating such modifica- 
tion.

‘BACKS UP FACTIONALISW’ 


Chicago, March 31.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—It is te be regretted that at this time, 
. when a deliherate effort to discredit the Mu- 
nicipal Voters’ league is being made, that 
organization should have furnished cause for 
doubt in the minds of thoughtful voters by 
a departure from its accepted standards to 
become the exponent of a politica! idea and 
the protagonist of a political faction. 

The acknowledged decadence of the city 
council, which is an unfortunate commentary 
upon the present day effectiveness of the 
league, should have at least suggested the 
propriety of maintaining the old standard of 
ability, integrity, and aggressive energy as 
the basis of league support of candidates. 
At such time, to regard a self -Impesed non- 
partisan" label as a substantial reason for 
league support, indicates that prerent offi- 
cials are far afield from the record of sound 
common sense upon which the successful 
work of the league in the past was founded. 


Sees Factionalism Motive. 

There endations made this year in the 
Sixth and Seventh wards can be reconciled 
with no other hypotHesis than a desire on the 
part of the league officials to aid in the crea- 
tion of a political sentiment and in the build- 
ing up of a political faction. 

In the Sixth ward, Ald. Nance, one of the

In its day of effectiveness there was never 
any doubt that the league in its review of 
candidates told the whole truth without fear 
or favor, and that in making recommenda- 
tions it did so squarely upon the basis of 
superior fitness, regardless of personal or 
political considerations.

Real Estate Board W 
Reports Engaging Engineers. 


Wo COME FROM ENGLAND. 


Expect to Meet This Month to Begin 
Work on Plans. 


The river and harbor improvement com- 
mittee of the Chicago real estate board re- 
ported yesterday that it had secured the 
services of three sanitary experts of inter- 
national reputation who will meet in Chi- 
cago this month to outline a sanitary policy 
tor the city. The sum of 810, 000 is at the dis- 
posal of the committee to pay the experts. 

The three experts secured are George A. 
Soper, president of the Metropolitan sewage 
commission of New York City; Arthur J. 
Martin of London, England, past president 
of the British Sanitary institute, and James 
D. Watson of Birmingham, England, presi- 
dent of the Institute of Sanitary Engineers 
and chief engineer of the Birmingham Tame 
and Rea district drainage. The experts will 
consider the proper future policy.and ques- 
tions relating to water supply and the public 
health. . 


Expense May Reach $200,000,000, 

John W. Alvord of the board’s committee, 
a recognized sanitary expert, in speaking of 
the importance of this conference, referred 
to the fdot that the city might be called upon 
to expend about $200,000,000 in solving the 
problem. 

The sanitary istrict hes been asked to 
supply the experte with data. 

The report stated that public euthorities 
have not yet expressed their willingness to: 
codperate with the committee by furnishing 
data and accommodation, but the belief was 
expressed they will aid.

Other Transactions Deubted. 

Other transactions were touched upon. 

It was alleged that Austin and Krause voted to 
sell to Krause certificates of deposits in his pri- 
vate bank amounting to $58,000 for $47,000. 

To make up for this loss, they claimed, the 
valuation of the Cosmopolitan real estate in Free- 
port was raised from $59,000 to $70,000. 

The petitioners asserted that money of the Old 
Colony was deposited in Krause’s private bank, 
while he was a 30 per cent stockholder. 

It was set forth that I. E. Wheeler, former post- 
master ot Springfield. III., was paid $81,000 with- 
out consideration. 

It was alleged that $20,000 was paid to J. A, 
Edge, former business partner of Austin, with- 
@ut consideration. 


These sums, with other smaller amounts, 
were demanded by the petitioners. The 
total was nearly $90,000. 

Hearings were held in Springfiel€ and 
Freeport. In Chicago a third hearing will 
be conducted by State Insurance Superin- 
tendent Potts at the Congress hotel, begin- 
ning Monday morning. 

The protesting stockholders and policy- 
owners will demand that the hearing be 
public. 

Neither Krause nor Austin can be placed 
on the stand, as they have resigned as of- 
ficers of the Old Colony.

INTERNAL TAX COLLECTORS 
CRITICISED IN A REPORT. 


Chief McGinnis Asserts Many of Them 
Regard Their Job as Purely Political 
Perquisites. 


Washington, D. C., April 1.—([Special.J— 
Many internal revenue collectors regard 
their offices purely as political perquisites, 
according to a report to congress by J. W. 
McGinnis, chief of revenue agents, which 
was made public today. 

The report sets forth the number of days 
each collector was absent from his office in 
1913. Concerning the records of former col- 
lectors, Mr. MoGinnis, at a hearing before 
the house appropriations subcommittee, said 
that Frank Smith of Dwight, HI., was rarely 
at his office “ except on pay days.” 

The record for absenteeism is given Col- 
lector Hershey, Lancaster, Pa., who was 
away from his office 118 days. Collector 
Fitch of Chicago was absent thirty-nine days, 
Rennick of Peoria fifteen days, Pickering of 
Springfield one day, and Lowden of Bast 
St. Louis twenty-six days.
